Ranger  Wa.s  Known 

When  I>c  Pinedo  waa  preparing  to 
leave  Ca«'erea,  he  waa  fully  aware  of 
the  dangera  lurking  In  the  territory 
over  which  he  waa  to  fly.  It  waa 
known  that  if  forced  to  land,  the 
commander  and  his  companions 
would  have  to  travel  by  foot  and 
canoe  back  to  civilization,  and  that 
there  might  be  a  delay  of  three  weeks 
before  they  could  communicate  news 
of  their  whereabouts.  It  la  thought 
possible,  however,  that  the^  might 
make  tho  flight  from  Ran  Tails  de 
Oarerea  to  Manaoa  In  one  hop,  cover- 
ing In  a  short  time  the  distance  which 
would  take  days  or  weeks  to  traverse 
by  canoe  and  ufoot.  The  route 
planned  was  almost  parallel  to  that 
trekked  by  Uooaeveli  in  his  discovery 
of  the  Plver  of  Doubt. 

Brazilian  Jungle  explorers  arc  op- 
timistic over  the  safety  of  the  avia- 
tors. A  prolonged  stay  in  these  virgin 
regions,  they  say,  would  not  be  as 
dungerous  as  might  appear,  as  food 
would  be  available  Hnd  only  two  tribes 
iirf  known  to  be  antognlstlc  to  white 
men.

TORONTO.  March  II— Canada 
will  experiment  with  Its  first 
air  mail  service  this  year  by  Inau- 
gurating a  aervlce  between  Rlmou- 
skl  and  Montreal,  and  If  this 
proves  a  success,  a  service  between 
Toronto  and  Ottawa  will  probably 
be  attempted  next  year,  was  the 
announcement  made  by  Major- 
Oeneral  J.  H.  MacRrien.  Chief  of 
Staff,  who  Is  at  present  in  Toronto. 
The  planes  will  pick  up  the  mall 
from  the  steamers  stopping  at 
Hlmouaki  and  rush  It  to  Montreal. 


STANELAND  SCHEME 

IS  PUT  INTO  EFFECT 


Creation  of  a  traffic  department  a* 
an  effective  method  of  controlling 
and  regulating  vehicular  traffic  on  the 
streets  of  Victoria,  sponsored  by  Com- 
missioner Walter  K.  Staneland.  was 
effected  yesterday  by  tha  City  Police 
Commission,  at  Its  monthly  meeting 
at  the  police  station. 

The  commission  appointed  as  heud 
of  the  department  Inspector  John  T. 
Houlton.  who  will  have  full  control  of 
Its  personnel,  subject  of  course  to  the 
Police  Commissioners  and  Chief  of 
Police  John  Fry.  This  new  depart- 
ment will  consist  of  the  officer  In 
charge,  three  foot  constables  and  four 
motor  cyclists. 

The  relief  cyclist  will  carry  on  hla 
duties  as  at  present  and  act  as  relief 
for  patrol  drivers  and  cyclists  on 
weeRly  leave. 

The  hours  of  duty  for  the  motor 
cyclists  will  be. the  same  aa  at  pres- 
ent: One  on  first  relief,  one  on  second 
relief,  And  two  on  third  relief,  and 
they  will  be  required  to  give  their 
special  attention  to  traffic  duties  out- 
side the  busines. 

Traffic  Men 

Hours  of  duty  for  the  traffic  men 
on  foot  will  be  from  9:30  a.m.  to  5:30 
p.m.  These  men  will  be  required  to 
devote  their  attention  to  the  relief  and 
regulation  of  trafllc  In  the  business 
area  circumstances  demand,  to  ull 
vehicles  plying  for  hire,  bunk  patrol 
and  to  boat  and  train  trafllc. 

The  department  ns  s  whole  will  de- 
vote Its  energies  to  the  devising  of 
ways  and  meana  of  facilitating  the 
better  movement  of  traffic  and  insur- 
ing the  safety  of  the  public  In  general. 

The  traffic  department  w  III  not  In 
any  way  take  the  place  of  general 
patrol  aa  commonly  understood  to  he 
the  duty  of  the  constable  on  the  beat:

The  Nootka.  the  directors  were 
told,  was  being  specially  prepared  for 
the  West  Coast  freight  service,  and 
thia  vessel,  running  opposite  to  the 
Princess  Kna,  Is  expected  to  be  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new 
industries  springing  up  at  various 
points. 

studying  situation 

"The  whole  west  coast  situation  Is 
nt  the  present  time  receiving  careful 
consideration  with  a  view  to  giving 
satisfactory  service  to  all  concerned,'* 
the  communication  goes  on  to  say. 

The  Nootka  Is  having  oil  tanks  of 
170.000  gallons  total  capacity  In- 
stalled. Hhe  ia  also  being  converted 
into  an  oil  burning  ship.  The  Prin- 
cess tins  was  flttod  with  oil  tanks 
last  year,  so  that  there  will  be  no 
lack  of  facilities  for  handling  of  the 
oil  from  the  pUchard  and  other  fish 
reduction  plants. 

The  augmenting  of  the  CP.R.  west 
coast  service  Is  more  than  Justified. 
It  la  felt,  by  the  announcement  that 
three  more  reduction  plants  will  be 
created  on  the  West  Coast  this  Spring. 
I.ast  year  there  were  sixteen  plants 
In  operation,  reprcaentlfhr  an  Invest- 
ment  of  $2,500,000.  Thla  year  It  is 
expected  that  twenty  planta  will  be 
In  operation,  representing  an  Inveat-

WASHINGTON.  March  1$. — Can- 
adu'a  claim  to  exclusive  use  of  at  least 
a  dozen  wave  lengths  In  radio  broad- 
casting, probably  will  be  presented  to 
the  Federal  Radio  Commission  here 
next  week. 

Dispatches  from  Canada  Indicate 
that  representatives  of  the  Canadian 
Government  have  accepted  an  Invita- 
tion to  meet  the  new  commission  on 
Monday  to  discuss  the  claims  of  the 
Dominion.  In  advance  of  the  public 
four-day  hearings  beginning  March 
29.  For  some  years  Canada  has  had 
the  nominal  use  of  five  wave  lengths 
for  Government  and  commercial 
broadcasting.  There  has  been  a  good 
deal  of  Interference  with  them  from 
south  of  the  international  border,  and 
it  is  contended  that  two  of  them  have 
been  practically  rendered  useless. 

Stations  in  Canada  complain  that 
while  they  have  respected  the  wave 
lengths  allotted  to  stations  in  the 
United  States,  they  have  not  received 
the  same  courtesy  from  their  neigh- 
bors. The  I'nited  States  Government, 
it  Is  understood.  Is  anxioua  to  put  an 
end  to  "pirating,"  and  some  Immedi- 
ate Improvement  in  this  direction  ia 
expected.  Whether  the  new  radio 
commission,  which  has  charge  of  all 
radio  licences  In  the  United  Statea. 
will  be  ready  to  recognize  Canada's 
claims  to  twice  as  many  wave  lengths 
as  It  now  has.  remains  to  be

Georgian  Bay  Canal  Bill 
Is  Talked  Out  Once  More 

OTTAWA.  March  IS— For  the 
elchth  time  this  season  the  bill  for 
renewal  of  the  charter  of  the  Mont- 
real. Ottawa  and  GeorRlan  May  Canal 
Co.  was  talked  out  in  the  House  thia 
evening. 

"I  want  to  register  as  strong  a  pro- 
test ns  I  can."  declared  Hon.  K.  R. 
Hickman,  Conservative.  "against 
members  of  this  House  being  hood- 
winked, bamboozled  and  made  fo.il* 
of  by  promoters  of  bills  who  come 
here  snd  lead  us  to  believe  they 
want  one  thing  when  It  Is  entirely  an 
other  thing  they  desire.  it  vvss  be- 
neath the  dignity  of  the  House  that 
a  canal  was  even  mentioned  In  con- 
nection with  this  measure,  when  the 
whole  object  of  the  bill."  said  Mr 
|  Hickman,  "waa  to  get  pnwer  rights 
There  are  canals  in  Mara  and  there 
are  more  chancea  of  getting  a  canal 
In  Mars  than  of  getting  the  Slfton 
canal."   he  declared. 


Rigid  enforcement  of  the  Lord,  a 
Day  Act.  the  Immediate  closing  of  all 
places  selling  liquor  contrary  to  law 
and  all  houses  of  111  fame,  and  the 
suppression  forthwith  of  gambling  in 
all  Its  forms  without  distinction  of 
any  kind,  were  advocated  by  Commis- 
sioner A.  M.  Altken  yesterday  in  a 
resolution  which  he  sponsored  at  the 
meeting  of  the  City  Police  Commis- 
sion at  the  I'olice  Station. 

Both  Mayor  J.  Carl  Pendray  and 
Commissioner  E.  Staneland  refused  to 
endorse  the  motion,  after  which  a 
heated  discussion  sroee,  with  many  in-' 
terchanges  of  verhal  thrusts  before  the 
controversy  reached  an  end. 

The  Resolnlion 

Commissioner  Altken  a  resolution 
was  as  follows: 

"Klrst— That  the  Lord's  Day  Act 
be  enforced  and  that  the  Chief  noti- 
fy all  offenders  that  It  la  Intended 
to  enforce  this  act  and  take  the 
names  of  all  offenders  continuing 
Infraction  of  the  provisions  of  the 
act  and  submit  same  fo  the  Attor- 
ney -General  with  request  for  flat  for 
their  prosecution.

SHANGHAI.  March  18. — The  fall  of 
Nanking  to  the  Cantoneae  ia  consid- 
ered as  almost  certain  within  the 
next  few  days. 

Although  news  of  the  operations  in 
tho  vicinity  of  that  strategic  city  la 
still  indefinite,  and  there  have  heen 
many  conflicting  reports.  It  is  evident 
that  fighting  has  been  heavy  In  the 
Tlaplng-Fu  region  and  the  Shantung- 
cse  no  longer  are  able  to  offer  serious 
resistance  to  the  advance  of  the 
Nationalist  forces,  who  have  cap- 
tured Wuklang.  LUfctti,  Ishang, 
Hyang  and  other  placea 

Key  to  Khaughai 

It  Is  considered  that  the  fall  of 
Shanghai  to  the  Cantonese,  aa  at 
Nanking  would  automatically  give 
Nanking  the  Nationalists  would  be 
astride  the  railway  connecting  Shang- 
hai with  the  north. 

Latest  reports  show  that,  simul- 
taneous wilh  the  main  drive  against 
Nanking,  the  Nationalists  are  hotly 
pressing  the  Shantung  forces  at  vital 
points  eastward  of  Talhu  Lake,  not- 
ably at  Soochow  snd  Sunkiang.  These 
tactics  are  compelling  General  Chang 
Tsung-Chang.  the  chief  defender  of 
Shanghai,  to  hold  considerable  forces 
to  protect  his  line  of  communication- 
Otherwise  these  forces  would  be  cut 
off  completely,  thus  giving  the  Na- 
tionalists absolute  control  of  the  great 
Tanrtme  Valley. 

Shantnngcsr  Not  Fighting  Hard 

The  Indications  are  that  the  Shan- 
tung troops  are  offering  only  indiffer- 
ent resistance  to  the  Nationals.  If 
these  reports  are  true.  It  is  com- 
mented here,  they  would  tend  to  con- 
firm the  rumors  that  General  Chang 
Is  negotiating  with  the  Nationalist 
commander.  Chang  Kai-Shek,  for  an 
arrangement  whereby  Chang  Tsung- 
Che.ng  would  withdraw  from  the 
V.ingtKe  Valley  altogether. 

In  Shanchai  there  are  Insistent  ru- 
mors, supposedly  circulated  by  Na- 
tionalist sgents.  of  great  Nationalist 
victories,  and  In  anticipation  of  the 
occupation  of  Shanghai  hy  Natlonal- 
ista.  the  General  I^ibor  Fnlon  has 
called  a  general  strike  to  begin  to- 
morrow and  continue  until  the  city  Is 
occupied  h\  the  Nationalist  forces.

OTTAWA.  March  IS.-  With  the  re- 
port of  the  special  committee  appoint- 
ed to  revise  the  rules  before  it,  the 
House  of  Commons  spent  (float  of  to- 
day's sitting  In  debating  some  of  the 
more  contentious  recommendutlona 
After  discussion,  the  rule  which  pro- 
vides for  eleven  o'clock  adjournment 
was  approved.  Approval  was  also 
given  to  the  rule  which  sets  the  tlmo 
for  meeting  every  day  at  three  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon.  I'nder  the  rules  at 
present  In  operation,  the  House  meets 
at  two  o'clock  In  the  afternoon  on 
Wednesday  of  every  week.  The  last 
two  Parliaments  have  not  followed 
this  rule,  but  have  always  adopted  a 
motion  for  meeting  at  three  o'clock  aa 
on  other  days. 

Forty-MliMite  Rule 

Strenuous  opposition  developed  to 
the  new  rule  which  limits  speeches, 
with  certain  exceptions,  to  forty  min- 
utes. Members  favoring  the  rule  took 
the  ground  that  a  private  member 
could  make  a  complete  speech  on  any 
subject  within  that  time.  Members 
opposing  suggested  that  the  rule  limit- 
ed free  speech.  Mr.  A.  W.  Nelll.  In- 
dependent, Comoi-A Ibernl,  offered  an 
amendment  to  the  rule  which  would 
permit  private  members  to  speak  more 
than  forty  minutes  on  one  occasion 
during  the  session,  vlr..,  on  the  budget 
debate.  The  umendment  failed  to 
carry.

He  then  took  up 
the  recom me n dat Ions  one  by  one  an  I 
announced  the  Government's  policy 
thereon.     He  announced: 

(1)  That,  aubject  lo  certain  modi- 
fications respecting  International 
rates  and  through  Import  rates  by  sea. 
a  bill  would  be  Introduced  to  give 
effect  to  the  recommendation  of 
twenty  per  cent  reduction  In  Canadian 
National  freight  rate  in  the  Marl- 
times. 

(2)  Tha,t  the  question  of  provincial 
subsidies  would  be  on  the  agenda  of 
the  Dominion- Provincial  conference* 
to  be  held  this  year;  that  In  the  mean- 
time Parliament  will  be  recommended 
this  session  to  move  the  following 
special  grants:  Nova  Hcotla.  $175,- 
000;  New  Rrunswlck.  $600. 000;  Prlno 
Kdward  Island.  1126.000. 

Coking  Plants 

(3)  That  a  bill  would  be  Introduced 
this  session  for  coking  plants  at  con- 
venient centres  In  Canada  under  Gov- 
ernment assistance. 

<4>  That  the  Customs  tariffs  on 
coal,  anthracite  and  coke  had  Ml 
referred  to  the  Tariff  Advisory  Board. 

(5)  That  the  Oovernment  did  not 
feel  in  a  position  to  make  at  present 
any  announcement  with  respect  to  the 
Commission's  recommendations  of  a 
renewal  of  the  system  of  granting 
bounties  with  respect  to  ateel  when 
Canadian  coal  Is  used  In  Ita  manufac- 
ture. 

(S)  That  a  bill  be  Introduced  thla 
session  to  establish  harbor  commis- 
sions for  Halnt  John  and  Halifax. 

<7)  That  the  Government  would 
welcome  closer  OO-operatlon  with  the 
Provincial  Governments  on  the  ques- 
tion of  Maritime  Provlnco  coloniza- 
tion. . 

Reciprocity  With  t'.R. 

He  declared  that  reciprocal  trade 
treaties  In  natural  products  were  a 
par'  of  Liberal  trade  policy.  He  took 
up  the  uueatlon  of  reciprocity  with  th> 
Cnlled  Htatra.  He  cited  the  provisions 
in  the  Fielding  budget  of  1I2.1.  which 
authorized  negotiation  with  tho 
I'nited  States  of  a  commercial  agree- 
ment. And  the  Prime  Minister  added: 
"The  appointment  of  a  minister  to 
Washington  Is  a  step  which  It  is  be. 
Ileved  will  be  helpful,  us  opportunity 
offers.  In  the  neogotlation  wit  If  our 
neighbors  of  trade  treaties  of  mutual 
interest   and  understanding." 

\  crhallm  Report 

The  Premier  first  recited  the 
reeommendaMona  made  by  the  Dun- 
can Commission  and  th«n  proceeded 
as  follows: 

"This  concludea  the  enumeration  of 
the  recommendatlone  made  by  the 
commission.  There  are  scattered 
throughout  the  pages  of  the  report 
suggestions,  expressions  of  view  and 
of  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  commis- 
sioners, ss  for  example: 

"'We  feel  that  a  more  active  and 
vigorous  commercial  policy  should  he 
developed  and  that  much  wider  scope 
should  be  given  to  the  functions  and 
activities  of  trade  commissioners  aa 
well  as  many  observations  upon  con- 
ditions In  the  Maritime  Provinces.' 
The  Oovernmcnt  Is  prepared  carefully 
to  consider  whatever  the  commission 
haa  set  forth  In  this  manner.  With 
respect  of  the  recommendations  them- 
selves. It  may  serve  to  bring  the  pro- 
posed action  of  the  Oovernment  Into 
clearer  relief.  If  In  presenting  to  Par- 
liament the  statement  of  the  Govern- 
ments altitude  wlih  reference  thereto. 
I  reverse  the  order  of  presental  l>>n 
adopted  by  the  commtslon  and  first 
take  up  the  mlscella neoua  recommen- 
dations which  ftotd  their  place  at  the 
end  of  the  report,  and  proceed  there- 
fore to  the  far-reaching  reeommenda- 
Mona which  are  to  he  found  in  earlier 
subdivisions. 


"Commencing  then  with  the  last- 
mentioned  recommendation,  namely, 
the  Immediate  publication  of  a  special 
memorandum  giving  statlailna  of  so- 
cial and  economic  progress  In  the 
Maritime  Provinces  since  Confedera- 
tion. I  would  ssy  thai  the  memoran- 
dum Is  already  In  type  and  that  such 
number  of  ewptea  will  be  published  as 
the  House  may  direct. 

"The  Onvernment  aeeepts  that 
recommendation  made  with  reference 
to  rrinrt.  Ldward  Island,  that.  Inas- 
much mm  there  are  no  large  Industries 
In  Prince  Ldward  Island  which  would 
Justify  the  establishment  of  an  Insti- 
tution for  technical  education,  and  as 
agriculture  is  their  principal  Interest, 
technical  education  legislation  should 
be  given  a  broad  application  and  that 
agricultural  education  should  be 
deemed  to  be  covered  by  the  term 
'technical  eduretion'  and  action  Is  be- 
ing taken  accordingly 

"The  more  detailed  survey  of  Matt" 
Rrunswlck  and  an  exhaustive  survey 
of  Prince  Kdward  Island  which  It  la 
recommended  I  he  geological  depart- 
ment should  und»rtake  u  being  car- 
ried out.

I/ocal  Railways 

"With  reapect  to  the  commission's 
recommendation  concerning  the  pos- 
sible acquisition  of  the  Saint  John  & 
Quebec  Railway  and  the  Kent  North- 
ern Railway,  the  Government  la  of  the 
opinion  that  the  matters  referred  to 
are,  in  some  particulars,  incidental  to 
the  larger  transportation  problems  of 
which  mention  Is  made  In  the  report 
and  to  which  the  attention  of  Parlia- 
ment will  be  invited  at  the  present  ses- 
sion, and  that  the  situation  with  re- 
spect to  theao  railways  will  in  be  no- 
wise prejudiced  If  the  course  recom- 
mended by  the  Commission  Is  permit- 
ted to  await  g  knowledge  of  the  prob- 
able effect  of  the  adoption  of  such 
legislation  as  may  be  enacted  with  re- 
spect to  Maritime  railways  Generally. 
Colonisation 

"The  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mission with  respect  to  closer  co-op- 
eration between  the  Federal  and  Pro- 
vincial Governments  on  the  question 
of  Maritime  Province  colonisation,  ac- 
eorda  with  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment aa  repeatedly  set  forth.  The 
Federal  authorities  will  cordially  wel- 
come that  larger  measure  of  co-opera- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  province  which 
the  Commission's  report  recognises  as 
both  desirable  and  necessary. 


"With  reference  to  the  natural  basic 
products  of  the  Maritime  Provinces, 
namely,  agriculture,  fish,  Umber  and 
coal,  the  Government  aharea  the  view 
expressed  by  the  Commission  that 
aapects  that  arise  from  the  character 
of  these  natural  baaic  products  of  the 
Maritime  Provincea  "lie  at  the  very 
foundation  of  the  economic  prosperity 
of  these  provinces.*  and  that  as  re- 
spects these  subject  matters,  no  great- 
er disservice  could  be  done  than  to 
evade  deliberate  action.' 

KeclprocWy  Treaty 

"As  respects  the  specific  recommen- 
dation that  the  Dominion  Government 
should  apply  its  mind  to  the  proposi- 
tion of  a  mutual  trade  treaty  for 
forest  products  and  fish.  It  may  be 
pointed  out  that  reciprocal  trade 
treaties  In  natural  products  are,  and 
have  been  for  many  years,  a  psrt  of 
Liberal  trade  policy.  The  attempt 
of  a  great  Nova  Hcotlan  in  1911  to 
remedy  the  situation  by  a  reciprocity 
treaty  did  not.  In  our  opinion,  meet 
with  the  support  it  should  havo  from 
the  Marltimes.  Wc  believe,  too,  thnt 
to  the  defeat  of  the  proposed  reci- 
procal trade  agreement,  more  than  to 
all  other  factors  combined,  may  be 
traced  the  causes  of  existing  economic 
depression  In  the  Maritime  Provincea. 
Our  policy  remains  one  of  weklng  to 
advance,  as  opportunity  affords,  mu- 
tual trade  agreements  In  natural 
products. 

"A  declaration  of  our  readiness  nnd 
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<  'ft.  r  M.nle 

•  Mr.  Kieldlng  proposed  In  I  Ml  the 
inaertlon  of  the  following  clauae  in 
our  tariff  law.  which  la  In  effect  to- 
day: 

"  'If  the  President  of  the  United 
Htatns,  under  whose  authority  of  tne 
United  States  Tariff  Act  of  1922.  de- 
determines  to  redue«  by  fifty  per  cent 
the  duties  Imposed  by  such  Act  on 
the  following  articles,  that  la  to  say, 
cattle,  wheat,  wheat  flour,  oats,  bar- 
ley, potatoes,  onions,  turnips,  hay  and 
fish,  as  enumerated  In  paragraphs  717, 
71S.  71$  and  720  of  the  said  Tariff  Act 
of  1920,  the  Governor-ln-Councll  may, 
by  Ordera-ln-Council.  make  such  re- 
ductions of  duties  on  similar  articles 
imported  into  Canada  from  the  United 
States  as  may  be  deemed  reasonable 
by  way  of  compensation  for  such  re- 
ductions of  duties  on  Can  a  J  Ian  pro- 
ducts imported  into  the  United  Statea.' 

"The  appointment  of  a  minister  to 
Washington  is  a  atep  which,  it  is 
believed,  will  he  helpful  as  opportu- 
nity offers.  In  the  negotiation  with  our 
neighbors  of  trade  treaties  of  mutual 
interest  and  advantage. 

Coking  Plants 
"With  regard  to  the  question  of 
coking  plants.  the  Commission's 
recommendation  that  Immediate  prac- 
tical stepa  be  taken  ha*  been  accepted, 
and  a  bill  will  be  Introduced  at  the 
present  session  of  Parliament  regard- 
ing the  establishment  of  coking 
plants  st  convenient  centres  in  Csnsda 
with  Government  assistance  under 
lines  approved  by  the  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons 
which  dealt  with  the  fuel  question 
last  year. 

Tariff  on  Coal 

The  recommendation  of  the  Co-n- 
misslon  that  the  Tariff  Advisory  Board 
should  be  asked  to  give  immediate 
consideration  to  the  Customs  tariff  in 
Its  relation  to  coal,  anthracite  and 
coke,  has  been  met.  The  matter  is 
now  before  the  Tariff  Advisory  Board. 
It  would  appear  desirable  at  this 
point  to  recall  that  in  the  session  of 
1925,  as  a  means  of  assisting  coal  pro- 
duction in  the  Maritime*,  the  Customs 
duty  on  slack  roil  was  rained  from 
thirteen  cents  to  fifty  cents. 

Mcrl  Industry 
"The  question  of  protectloa  on  the 
primary  products  of  Iron  and  steel 
was,  as  stated  In  the  report,  under  the 
considerstlon  of  the  Tariff  Advisory 
Board  at  the  time  of  the  Commis- 
sions investigation.  Owing  to  the 
existing  uncertainty  of  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  Iron  and  stool  Industry 
n  the  Marltimes,  the  Government 
loes  not  feel  In  a  position  to  make  at 
present  any  statement  with  regard 
to  the  Commission's  recommendation 
f  a  renewul  of  the  system  of  grant- 
ing bounties  with  respect  to  steel 
when  Canadian  coal  Is  used  In  its 
manufacture. 

development  of  Ports 

"The  Government  ia  prepared  to 
accept  the  recommendations  of  the 
Commission  concerning  the  establish- 
ment of  harbor  commissions  for  the 
harbors  of  Halifax  and  St.  John,  and 
tills  with  reference  thereto  will  be 
introduced  at  the  present  session. 

In  connection  with  port  develop- 
ment snd  the  development  of  trade 
through  Canadian  ports.  It  might  here 
be  mentioned  that  within  the  psst 
year  increased  loading  accommoda- 
tion has  been  provided  for  the  eleva- 
tor at  Halifax;  also  that  the  bill  re- 
specting the  Canadian  National 
Steamships  and  to  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  a  West  Indies  service 
at  present  before  Parliament  will 
have  an  Important  bearing  upon  port 
development  and  trade  of  the  Mari- 
time Provinces. 

"Mention  should  also  be  made  of 
the  enactment  of  1923  whereby  an 
nddltlonsl  discount  of  ten  per  cent  of 
.the  existing  Customs  duty  |s  allowed 
on  goods  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
British  prefereneo  when  shipped  via 
Canadian  ports  and  of  the  enactment 
or  last  year  which  restricts  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  British  preference  to 
commodities  entering  Canada  via  Ca- 
nadian ports. 

"In  regard  to  harbor  facilities  in 
Prince  Kdward  Island.  It  should  he 
stated  that  the  Department  of  Puhlle 
Works  hsd  begun  a  survey  of  the 
harbors  of  Charlottetow  n.  George- 
town  and  Summerside,  particularly 
as  to  wharfsge  and  storage  accom- 
modation, prior  to  that  date  on  whleh 
the  commission  presented  its  report. 
In  this  particular  the  enmmiswion's 
reeommendation  has,  therefore.  nl- 
-ready  been  seted  upon  In  particular, 
the  survey  would  be  continued,  in  .o 
far  ss  may  be  neceasary  fully  to  eom- 
Plv  with  the  commissions  reenm- 
mendatlon. 

Hallway  Raiew 
"I  come  now  to  the  Importer.1  sub- 
ject of  transportation  snd  freight 
rales  and  to  the  far-renehlni;  reeom- 
mendntlon  of  the  commission,  that  an 
Immediate  reduction  of  twenty 
cent  be  made  on  all  rates  charged 
traffic  which  origlnatea  and  termin- 
ate* at  stations  In  the  Atlantic  divi- 
sion of  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways (Including  export  snd  Import 
traffic  by  sea  from  snd  to  that  divi- 
sion) and  that  the  same  reduction  be 
applied  to  the  Atlantic  division  pro- 
portion of  the  through  rates  on  all 
tt  i fie  which  originates  at  stations  on 
the  Atlantic  division  I  excluding  Im- 
port traffic  hy  sea),  snd  is  destined 
to  points  outside  the  Atlantic  division.

"Finally.     as  regards  the  money 
nts  to  the  province,  the  Govern- 


ment  Is  prepared  to  accept  the  recom- 
mendations of  this  commission  to  give 
lmmedate  consideration  to  a  revision 
on  readjustment  of  the  financial  ar- 
rangements as  between  the  Dominion 
and  the  Maritime  Provincea.  In  this 
connection  attention  Is  Invited  to  what 
is  said  by  the  Commissioners  with  re- 
gard to  the  increase  any  form  of  Do- 
minion aid  should  take.  The  state- 
ment in  reference  thereto  immediately 
precedes  their  recommendation  and  is 
its  follows: 

"The  terms  of  readjustment  are 
obviously  a  matter  for  detailed  de- 
termination and  assessment,  so  that 
the  actual  amount,  as  well  as  the 
reaaona  and  purposes  attaching  to  it. 
can  be  recognized  by  the  rest  of  Can- 
ada as  fair  and  equitable. 

"It   la   not    possible,    therefore,  to 
make  a  final  recommendation  as  to 
the  Increase  and  form  of  Dominion 
aid  which  is  required  to  satisfy  the 
Just  claims  of  the  Maritime  Provinces. 
All-Canada  Conference 
"To  gain  recognition  by  the  rest  of 
Canada  as  to  the  fairness  and  equity 
of  any   revision   or  readjustment  of 
financial  arrangements  an  between  the 
Dominion  and  the  Marltimes,  It  would 
appear  that  the  proposed  revision  or 
readjustment  should  be  made  a  sub- 
ject of  consideration  in  the  first  In- 
stance by  a  conference  at  which  all 
of  the  Provinces  of  Canada  as  well  aa 
the   Dominion   will   be  represented. 
This.  Indeed.  Is  directly  Implied  by 
the  language  of  the  commissioners 
and  by  the  reference  which  this  por- 
tion of  the  report  makes  to  the  re. 
vision  of  1907,'  to  'general  grounds 
applicable  to  aU  other  Provincea  as 
well  as  to  the  Marltimes,'  to  'the  con- 
tention   of   the    Maritime  Provinces 
that  they  have  been  and  are  being, 
dealt  with  differently  from  the  West- 
ern Provinces."  and  to  the  territorial 
limitations'  of  the     Maritime  Prov- 
inces, and  their  claim  that  the  'extra 
Provincial  landa  which  came  into  the 
possession  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment since  the  date  of  Confederation 
were  acquired  by  purchase  and  have 
been  developed  and  given  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Dominion.' 

I  onfemnec  This  Year 
"In  order  that  there  may  be  no  de- 
lay In  effecting  conalderatlon  by  a 
Dominion-Provincial  conference  of  a 
revision  or  readjustment  of  the  finan- 
cial arrangements  as  between  the 
Dominion  and  Maritime  Provincea 
the  Government  has  decided  to  place 
this  matter  on  the  agenda  of  the  Do- 
minion-Provincial conference  to  be 
held,  as  already  announced,  during 
the  present  year.  In  that  conference 
the  Dominion  will  be  in  a  position, 
which  It  has  not  thus  fsr  enjoyed,  to 
present  its  views  on  the  genera]  ques- 
tlon  of  the  financial  relations  between 
the  Dominion  and  the  Provinces,  as 
well  as  on  the  question  of  a  detailed 
determination  and  assessment  of  the 
special  claims  of  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces, and 'every  Province  will  have  an 
equal  opportunity  of  stating  its  posi- 
tion. 

All  Provtnor*  Are  Com-omcd 
"Aa  already  indicated  we  believe 
with  the  commissioners  that  the  time 
is  opportune  for  a  readjustment  of 
the  financial  arrangements  between 
the  Dominion  and  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces, but  It  would  not  make  for  an 
harmonious  and  lasting  settlement  of 
the  financial  Issue — a  settlement  based 
on  due  regard  for  the  needs  and  In- 
terests of  all  the  Provinces  and  the 
Dominion  Itself — to  attempt  to  set  a 
rtnal  figure  now;  before  the  views  of 
the  other  Provinces  and  the  position 
of  the  Dominion  had  been  set  forth, 
and  a  settlement  reached  which  pub- 
lic opinion  will  be  prepared  to  ac- 
cept. For  the  same  reason  It  is  not 
possible,  in  advance  of  deliberations 
of  the  conference  and  the  detailed 
assessment  which  the  report  recog- 
nises as  necessary,  to  aceept  the  view 
— for  whleh  no  detailed  grounds  are 
advanced  -that  certain  sums  set  forth 
In  the  report  should  be  regarded  as 
the  minimum  addition  that  the  three 
Maritime  Provincea  should  have  in 
any  such  revision.'  The  final  revision 
can  only  be  made  In  accordance  with 
the  merlta  of  the  caae. 

Interim  Grants 

"As  evidence  of  the  desire  of  the 
Government  to  go  Just  aa  far  as  may 
be  possible  in  relieving  any  feeling  of 
suspense  pending  a  final  rcv|*ion  and 
in  order  to  enable  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces, in  what  the  Commission  de- 
scribes as  their  present  state  of  grave 
necessity,  and  to  deal  with  any  spe- 
cial industrial  «>r  financial  situation 
which,  in  the  view  of  their  Govern- 
ments, may  require  public  assistance, 
we  are  prepared,  without  prejudice  as 
to  the  amount  to  be  arrived  aa  a  final 
solution.  to  recommend  to  par- 
liament at  the  present  seaslon  the 
making  of  special  Rrsnt«  to  Nova 
Heotla.  New  Brnnsw  iek  and  Prlne* 
Kdward  Island  of  $*7.Vn00.  $600,000 
and  tl  25.000  I  eaae.-t Ively,  then* 
amounts  being  the  sums  recommended 
by  the  Royal  Commission  as  Immedl- 
•  lump  sum  payments.

Plans  for  the  extension  of  the 
Island  Highway  from  Campbellton 
to  Mcnzlen  Bay,  Involving  the  Instal- 
lation of  a  bridge  acroaa  Campbell 
Itlver.  are  now  In  course  of  prepara- 
tion at  the  1'ubllc  Works  Depart- 
ment here. 

The  Inland  Highway  will  eventually 
be  carried  through  to  the  Sayward 
district,  according  to  plans  now  under 
contemplation.  Surveys  for  the  pro- 
posed Campbell  Klver  bridge  will  be 
carried  out  immediately  In  view  of 
the  big  developments  in  this  district, 
including  the  establishment  of  a 
large  pulp  and  paper  mill. 

A  permanent  new  bridge  across 
the  Sproat  Klver,  at  Sproat  Kails,  will 
be  constructed  this  year  on  concrete 
abutments  near  the  present  bridge. 
The  Government  also  will  replace  the 
Klver  Hend  bridge,  In  the  same  area, 
with  a  modern  structure. 

The  Government's  $1.000,000-pro- 
grarnme  this  year  includes  the  con- 
struction 0f  thirteen  bridges  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  Province  and  the 
rebuilding  of  forty  others.

On  the  P.ulkley  River  the  Haguel- 
gntc  bridge  will  be  replaced  by  a 
structure  that  will  cost  $100,000. 
Whether  this  will  be  of  the  suspen- 
sion type  will  depend  on  the  site 
selected   for  1L 

At  Que.-<ncl  engineers  will  make 
surveys  for  the  building  of  a  bridge 
to  replace  the  present  ferry  across 
the  river.  The  piers  for  the  bridge 
may  be  installed  this  year  and  the 
superstructure  added  next  season. 

A  new  bridge,  costing  about  $180.- 
000,  will  be  thrown  across  the  Thomp- 
son Klver  at  Savona,  as  part  of  the 
nr-hemf  for  the  completion  of  tho 
Tr.msprovlncial  Highway. 

The  Consolidated  Mining  A.  Smelt- 
ing Company  and  the  city  of  Trail 
arc  asking  the  Government  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  building  of  a 
footbridge  across  the  Columbia  Klver 
at  Trail.  This  would  cost  $100,000.

tion  is  held  here.  The  latter  purpose 
is  probably  the  stronger  one  of  the 
two.  Almost  any  reprehensible  course 
will  be  adopted  for  its  ac hievcmciit, 
even  to  the  extent  of  injuring  the  pros- 
pects of  tlir  Provincial  Liberal  I'arty. 

I  >r.  Tolmie  feels,  and  feels  rightly, 
that  he  has  a  duty  to  perform  at 
Ottawa  and  it  is  a  duty  to  wliuli  ha 
wa.-.  elected  by  the  people  of  Victoria. 
His  duty  to  the  people  of  the  Provmrr 
as  a  whole  will  come,  and  come  in 
full  measure,  when  the  next  Provincial 
et«-t  Hon  is  announced* — A*  M 
can  do  more  for  the  time  being,  both 
for  his  immediate  constituents  and  for 
British  Columbia,  by  retaining  his 
#seat  in  the  Federal  House  of  Com- 
mons. The  campaign  being  directed 
against  \)r.  Tolmie  lacks  every  ele- 
ment of  sportsmanship  inasmuch  as 
he  is  not  oil  the  ground  to  defend  him- 
self and  nothing  is  heard  of  it  when 
he  i*  here.  It  discloses  a  fine  Italian 
hand  engaged  in  Machiavellian  tactics 
in  which  personal  motives  outweigh 
the  ethic*  of  common  decency.  Dr. 
Tolmie  says  that  the  reports  concern- 
ing his  leadership  of  the  Provincial 
Conservatives  "are  absolutely  false  in 
every  respect."  The  people  of  Vic- 
toria will  believe  him,  and  public 
opinion  will  react  against  the  origina- 
tor of  spurious  rumors,  which,  in  their 
inccptii.il.  are  known  to  be  lies  of  a 
character  which  can  never  advance 
any  personal  political  ambition. 


A  BAR  TO  DEVELOPMENT 


The  legislation  of  the  past  session 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  whereby 
it  is  proposed,  in  connection  with  the 
»alr>  of  timber,  mining  and  water 
rights  properties,  to  tax  capital  incre- 
ment, is  legislation  which  offends 
against  the  two  cardinal  principles  of 
all  wise  taxation.  Those  principles 
may  be  defined  as  being,  that  the 
amount  should  he  known  and  easily 
ascertainable;  secondly,  that  the  tax 
should  not  be  capable  of  evasion.  There 
never  yet  was  a  taxation  scheme  insti- 
tuted in  this  Province  more  likejjr  to 
lead  to  evasion  or  more  certain  to  pro- 
mote litigation.  It  would  almost  seem 
as  if  it  were  determined  upon  to  give 
work  to  lawyers. 

A  case  might  be  quoted  to  illustrate 
the  possibilities  of  litigation.  A  pros- 
pector recently  discovered  in  British 
Columbia  a  large  surface  exposure *of 
lead  He  sold  hi*  find  to  I  irmj  g| 
foi  |  certain  sum.  with  payim  S 
tending  over  two  years.  The  syndicate 
in  turn  is  dealing  with  some  mining 
concerns  in  Ontario  hoping  to  sell  out 
with  a  view  to  recovering  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  prospector 
and  obtaining  a  liftli  share  in 
any  company  formed  to  work  ,the 
deposit,  or  a  fifth  intercit  by  way 
of  tribute  in  rase  the  property  is  taken 
over  bv  an  existing  company  as  a  part 
of  its  general  mining  holdings  It  will 
be  interesting  to  ascertain  how'  the 
Minister  of  Finance  will  levy  an  "un- 
earned increment"  tax  on»any  of  these 
transactions.  The  profit  is  all  in  the 
far  distant  future,  and,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  prospector,  nobody  expects 
to  make  a  cent  for  perhaps  five  years, 
owing  to  the  remoteness  of  the  prop- 
erty. In  a  case  of  this  character  the 
prospector  is  the  only  man  who  could 
be  subjected  to  a  raid  from  the  Trea* 
sury  and  it  is  conceivable  that  he  would 
not  be  easily  caught.  He  might  have 
left  the  Province  or  disappeared  into 
the  wilds  in  search  of  new  prospect* 

In  framing  the  tax  on  capital  incre- 
ment the  Minister  of  Finance  cannot 
have  been  in  touch  with  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Mines  He  appears  to 
be  in  ignorance  of  the  normal  modus 
operandi  of  financing  a  mining  proper- 
ty He  imagines  that  the  prospector, 
after  finding  the  property,  sells  it  to  a 
mining  company;  but  in  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  rases  he  docs  nothing  of  the 
sort.  When  he  has  staked  the  claim, 
perhaps  traced  the  veins  and  obtained 
a  few  assays,  he  finds  his  funds  are 
exhausted  His  next  step  is  to  get  a 
few  friends  together  to  subscribe  and 
form  a  small  syndicate  in  which  the 
prospector  is  allotted  his  share  Those 
financing  the  venture  do  so  a*  a  cap- 
ital investment,  bat  up  to  date  no  one 
has  made  a  profit.  The  prospector  is 
driven  to  adopt  this  course  because  he 
cannot  negotiate  with  the  big  mining 
companies  himaelf.  He  cannot  go  to 
the  necessary  expense  of  surface 
trenching  and  other  devrlopment  work 
that  must  be  done  before  the  property 
can  he  sufficiently  proved  up  to  interest 
the  real  miner     A  report  from  a  lead-

his  company,  goes  ahead.  The  syndicate 
gets  the  return  of  the  moneys  expend 
.cd  plus  a  certain  amount  for  the  pros- 
pector, and  a  fifth,  or  some  other  frac- 
tion, of  an  interest  in  the  new  venture 
The  position  in  regard  to  the  fore- 
is"  .hik  is  now  as  follows:  The  prospec- 
tor, after  some  years  of  waiting,  gets 
his  money,  much  of  which  represents 
initial  expenditure  and  the  toil  of 
fruitless  years  during  which  he  found 
nothing  and  so  made  nothing.,  We  are 
told,  however,  that  the  prospector  is 
not  to  be  deprived  of  his  earnings.  The 
personnel  of  the  syndicate  cannot  very 
well  be  taxed  since  they  only  get  back 
what  they  spent,  with  interest.  There 
is  nothing  left  to  tax,  therefore,  but  the 
one-fifth  interest  in  a  new  company 
whose  shares  may  not  be  marketable 
until  the  dividend-paying  stage  is 
reached.  How  is  this  company  to  be 
taxed  since  it  has  no  ascertainable 
value  and  there  is  no  fund  or  source 
out  of  which  such  a  tax  could  be  paid? 
Scores  of  cases  might  be  cited  to  show 
the  absurdity  of  what  is  proposed.  In 
effect  the  tax  is  not  only  a  tax  on  cap- 
ital increment,  but  can  be  translated  as 
a  tax  on  money  that  is  raised  for  de- 
velopment purposes.  The  legislation  is 
dangerous  in  the  extreme,  and  .all  in- 
terests affected  and  all  others  who  be- 
lieve in  pn  minting  the  prosperity  of 
British  Columbia  through  encouraging 
the  investment  of  capital,  should  com- 
bine to  have  it  wiped  off  the  statute 
books. 


THE  PREMIER  S  ABSENCE 


Premier  Oliver  has  chosen  an  un- 
fortunate time  to  be  absent  from  Brit 
ish  Columbia,  just  when  Their  Excel- 
lencies, Lord  and  Lady  Willingdon,  arc 
t  to  make  their  first  official  vjjit 
here.  The  purpose  for  which  the  Pre- 
mier is  going  to  Ottawa  could 
be  accomplished  as  well  in  a 
few  weeks'  time,  and  perhaps  could 
have  been  accomplished  last  year.  As 
a  matter  of  fact.  Mr.  Oliver's  views 
(and  in  this  connection  he  is  not  voic- 
ing anv  particular  view  of  the  Legisla- 
ture and  therefore  cannot  necessarily 
speak  for  British  Columbia)  are  on 
record  w  ith  the  Government  at  Ottaw  a, 
lie  can  do  no  more  than  repeat  himself. 

We  are  well  assured  that  the  people 
of  British  Columbia,  whom  he  repre- 
sents, would  wish  him  to  be  present  to 
offer  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  Gover- 
nor*'.esjeral.  There  are  certain  mat- 
ters of  courtesy  and  formality  where 
duty  is  so  well  defined  that  even  one 
holding  Mr.  Oliver's  high  office  should 
not  be  a  law  unto  himself. 


In  the  welter  of  complaints  against 
motorists  for  their  inconsequent  dis- 
regard of  the  rights  of  pedestrians 
there  is  one  ray  of  light.

Is 
there  any  way  in  which  you  could 
bring  this  little  anecdote  of  a  modern 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh  to  the  attention  of 
the  other  99,999  motorists  in  this 
city?" 


An  invention  which  should  interest 
Vancouver,  where  fogs  are  so  prolific, 
is  the  work  of  a  Roumanian  engineer 
which  is  to  be  applied  in  Paris  by  the 
municipal  council.

Mr.  OflaWrt  K.  Chesterton  visited 
the  United  States  last  year  and  de- 
livered a  course  of  lectures  there.  We 
suppose  it  was  Mr.  Chesterton  s  turn 
to  make  a  literary  and  remunerative 
tour  of  the  Republic.  Mr  Chesterton 
did  not  recite  passages  from  his 
novels.  If  he  had  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  people,  of  the  United 
States  would  have  understood  the 
purport  of  the  passages  he  read;  for 
the  intelligentsia  have  explained  that 
M<.  Chesterton's  novels  are  not  novels 
at  all.  but  allegorical  works.

Reading  that  explanation  lifted  a 
great  load  from  our  own  mind,  for 
we  ronfesn  that  while  we  have  read 
manv  of  Mr.  Chesterton's  essavs  with 
great  interest  and  some  profit,  his 
more  ambitious  works  (which  have 
been  ignnrantly  classified  at  novels) 
we  have  found  dull,  dreary  and  un- 
profitable The  Chesterton  essays 
that  we  enjoyed  thoroughly  were  the 
essays  criticising  the  novels  of  Dick- 
ens and  telling  the  world  (practically) 
how  much  better  those  novels  would 
have  been  written  if  they  had  been 
written  by  Gilbert  K.  Chesterton.  The

ary  and  general  subjects.  British 
writers  have  fallen  into  the  habit  of 
visiting  the  United  States  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discoursing  on  various  sub- 
jects that  may  be  interesting  to  the 
American  people  they  arc  follow- 
ing notable  precedents  in  doing  that; 
they  are  following  the  example  of 
such  illustrious  literary  men  as 
Charles  Dickens  and  William  Make- 
peace Thackeray  in  doing  it.

Dickens  made  two  visits  to  the 
United  States,  we  believe,  and  was 
received  with  tremendous  enthusiasm 
by  the  American  people  notwithstand- 
ing the  indignation  aroused  by  his 
criticism  of  certain  American  customs  | 
and  institutions  tn  "Martin  Chuzzle- 
wit  "  That  indignation  afterwards 
was  sotnew  hat  allayed  by  the  publica- 
tion of  "American  Notes."

We  believe  Thackeray  delivered 
lectures  in  the  United  States  and  col- 
lected a  large  number  of  American 
dollars  at  the  doors  of  the  lecture 
halls,  lie  might  have  collected  many 
more  dollars  if  the  sight  of  a  British 
ship  (lying  the  British  flag  in  the  har- 
hor  of  Boston  had  not  made  him 
homesick.  He  waa  under  contract  to 
deliyer  a  lecture  In  Boston  when  he 
saw  the  meteor  fits  flying  on  a  ship 
ready  to  sail,  so  he  went  on  board 
and  sailed  away,  leaving  the  embar- 
rassing task  of  explaining  the  cancel- 
lation   of    his    engagement    to  his 

American  agent.

Dickens  entertained  his  American 
audiences  by  reading  with  great  dra- 
matic power  and  passion  passages 
from  his  own  works.    He  was  always 

in  a  state  of  nervous  and  physical 
prostration  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
readings.  His  last  American  tour  is 
said  to  have  sapped  his  vitality  and 
hastened  his  death.  Mr.  Walpole.  if 
he  it  visiting  the  I'nited  States  as  well 
at  Canada,  will  not  read  passages 
from  his  works.  None  of  the  British 
authors  are  likely  to  read  from  their 
works  if  they  vitit  the  United  States, 
for  reasons  that  need  not  be  specified 
because  they  are  so  obvious.

Ceorge  Bernard  Shaw  might  read 
with  effect  some  passages  from  his 
plays  if  he  is  endowed  with  any  dra- 
matic talent  in  addition  to  all  the 
other  talents  he  says  he  possesses  in 
a  superlative  degree;  but  Mr.  Shaw, 
although  he  has  been  invited  to  cross 
the  water,  with  a  big  purse  of  dollars 
attached  to  the  invitation,  says  he 
never  will  bow  his  illustrious  head  in 
subservience  to  an  American  audience.

In  !»«»  Mrs.  I'renthw  wrote  her 
famous  story:  "Stepping  Heaven- 
ward." It  haa  an  enormoua  circula- 
tion and  more  than  300.000  coplea 
have  been  void  In  the  United  Btutea 
alone,  while  It  haa  been  translated 
into  several  other  languacea  and  aold 
in  large  numbers.  Another  story  of 
her  s  which  also  has  been  widely  read 
waa  "The  Flower  of  the  Family." 

Mrs.  Prentiss  published  a  book 
containing  one  hundred  and  twenty, 
three  poems  and  It  la  Indicative  of 
her  personal  attachment  to  Jesua 
Chrtet  that  more  than  one  hundred 
are  addressed  to  Him  or  have  to  do 
with  His  ministry. 

"More  Love  To  Thee.  O  Christ." 
was  written  In  1151.  It  had  been  a 
hard  year  for  the  author.  Hrr  bodllt 
suffering  had  been  even  greater  than 
usual  and  clouds  of  anxiety  and  fore, 
boding  had  been  hanging  over  her. 
The  hymn  refleeta  the  trying  experi- 
ences of  those  days.  It  Is  >i  prayer 
for  the  strengthening  of  tho  ties 
which  bound  her  to  the  Redeemer. 
In  her  biography  there  la  thin  lnler- 
catlng  reference  to  the  hymn:  "i 
write  In  veri>e  whenever  I  am  deeply 
stirred,  because,  though  full  of  tears 
as  other  people,  I  cannot  shed  them, 
but  I  never  showed  theue  versea  to 
anyone,  not  even  my  husband,  till  ibis 
Winter,  ( 1170). 

Mrs.  I  rentier,  died  in  1171  and,  aa 
was  fitting,  thin  nioat  beautiful  of  all 
her  hymns,  waa  aung  at  her  grave- 
side. 
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explanation  ol  curse  is  that  the 
novels  of  Pickens  were  very  good 
considering  that  they  were  written  by 
an  uneducated  man  (in  the  academic 
tente  of  the  term),  hut  they  would 
have  been  vastly  better  if  their  author 
had  had  the  advantage  of  the  educa- 
tion of  a  gentleman  (in  the  narrowly 
accepted  sense  of  the  term).

BOARD  WILL  NOT 
INCREASE  WAGES 

City  Police  Commission  Re- 
fuses Request  of  Chief  Fry 
for  Higher  Salaries  for 
Victoria  Policemen 

PRESENT  FORCE  WILL 

NOT  BE  MADE  LARGER 


Two  recommendations  contained 
in  <  'hlef  of  Police  John  Fry's  annual 
report  that  the  police  force  be  In- 
creased by  an  addltionul  six  men.  and 
that  a  fifteen  per  cent  increase  In  pay 
be  granted  to  all  members,  as  the 
present  rate  of  pay  Is  far  below  that 
of  police  forces  In  surrounding  cities, 
were  rejected  by  the  City  Police  Com- 
mission at  its  meeting  ut  the  police 
station  yesterday. 

In  his  report.  Cihlef  Fry  told  the 
Commissioners  that  six  additional  men 
were  required  on  the  force  in  order 
to  give  more  protection  on  the  11  p.m. 
to  7  a.m.  relief,  covering  an  outlying 
district. 

The  Com nilssloners  declared  that 
they  were  satisfied  with  the  results 
under  the  present  arrsngement  and 
with  the  present  s4aff.  and  that  the 
board  could  not  afford  the  extra  ex- 
pense that  would  be  created  by  the 
granting  of  the  request  for  more 
policemen. 

Salary  Inereaae  Refused 

In  respect  to  the  recommendation 
that  a  fifteen  per  cent  increase  In  pay 
be  given,  the  Commission  decided  that 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  under  new 
legislation  passed  by  the  legislature 
It  was  compelled  to  grant  superanua- 
tlon  to  the  policemen.  It  din*  not  feel 
able  to  also  Increase  aalarlea  at  this 
time. 

The  push  bicycles,  which  have  been 
In  use  for  nearly  two  years,  must  ba 
replaced  with  new  ones  If  this  line 
of  patrol  Is  continued.  Chief  Fry  re- 
portad.  Thta  matter  waa  lafi  la 
abeyance  until  the  estimates  are 
under  consideration. 

The  Chief's  proposal  that  the  two 
old  motorcyclea  and  sidecars  be 
replaced  with  new  ones,  and  that  a 
new  high-powered  motor  car  for  the 
use  of  the  plain  clothes  department 
be  purchased,  and  that  the  old  car  he 
used  as  a  prowler  car  or  for  any  other 
purpose  for  which  It  may  be  required, 
was  next  discussed. 

stolen   Motor  Cars 
"We  get  calls  that  motor  cars  ara 
stolen,  but  we  cannot  catch  prisoners 
Chief  Fry. 

If  our  car  can  only  travel  half  the 
speed  that  the  high-powered  cars 
make.  The  result  is  the  police  are 
made  the  laughing  stock."  stated 
Chief  Fry. 

The  Commission  felt  that  the  police 
could  get  along  for  another  year  with- 
out a  high-powered  car  and  rejected  I 
that  request.  It  was  decided,  how- 
ever, to  ask  the  City  Purchasing 
Agent  to  call  for  tenders  for  a  new 
motorcycle. 

The  recommendation  that  certain 
portions  of  the  police  station  he 
painted  and  kalsomlned.  was  left  in 
abeyance  until  the  estimates  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Commission.

With  the  Public  Works  Committee 
bringing  in  a  recommendation  to  the 
City  Council  at  the  meeting  Monday- 
night,  that  no  reatr*ctlon  be  placed 
upon  gasoline  curb  pumps  in  thla 
city,  the  zoning-  committee  has  taken 
the  matter  up  with  Zoning  Knioneer 
Doughty- Da.  v  lea.  with  the  object  of 
formulating    a  npllcy. 

The  City  Council  Is  divided  Into 
two  campa  on  thla  subject.  Mayor 
Pcndray.  while  realising  the  revenue 
derived  from  gga  pumps  by  city  gar- 
ages, points  out  that  some  policy  Ib 
needed  to  offset  the  ever-increasing 
applications  for  curb  pumps. 

Fire  Chief  Stewart.  In  presenting 
his  annual  report  to  the  Council, 
recommended  that  all  curb  pumps  be 
abolished  to  minimise  fire  and  acci- 
dent h.teard. 

There  are  some  seventy  curb  pumps 
In  the  city  now.  the  fire  chief  states. 
Apart  from  the  fire  and  accident 
hazard,  he  polnta  out  each  purnp  tAkes 
up  about  thirty  feet  of  parking 
space.  This  would  make  a  total  of 
2,100  feet  of  road  space  at  the  curb 
not  In  parking  uae. 

Those  advocating  the  restrictions 
point  to  the  serious  lack  of  parking 
space,  particularly  In  the  theatre 
district.  A  point  of  contention  haa 
arisen  with  regard  to  the  parking 
phase  of  the  curb  pump  situation.  It 
la  clnlmed  by  some  that  there  are 
no  regulations  prohibiting  motorist* 
from  parking  In  front  of  a  gasoline 
pump. 

The  zoning  committee  will  bring  In 
recommendations  to  the  city  Council 
Monday   night,   outlining  a  policy.

Pool  to  lie  completely  Tiled— Water 
Will  Be  Kept  Pure  by  Fill 
and  Chlorlnator 


Work  commenced  yesterday  on  the 
new  Improvements  planned  for  the 
Crystal  Garden.  The  programme  Is 
an  extensive  one.  but  the  pool  will 
he'ready  for  use  again  about  April  1. 
Dancing  and  concerts  have  not  been 
impeded,  the  swimming  pool  only- 
being  closed  for  a  short  time. 

The  pool  will  be  completely  tiled 
with  blue  sides  and  a  floor  of  white 
hexagonal  'tiles  divided  by  eight 
five-foot  lanee  of  black  tiles.

the  last  'word  In  water  purification.  Is 
being  Installed  and  will  k*«P  «he

Only  one-half  of  these  pelts  had 
been  brought  aboard  the  ships  when 
tb  •  bllxzard  broke.  The  rest  were 
gathered  In  great  heaps  on  the  Ice 
pans,  awaiting  haulage  to  the  steam- 
ers. The  force  of  the  wind  dispersed 
the  lee  pack,  making  it  improbable 
that  the  hunters  would  be  able  to 
find  the  floes  on  which  the  pelts  had 
been  stored.

IVIc- 
chargea  were  to  the  fore  at  fMtW* 
day*  meeting  of  the  North  Cowlchan 
Council.  At  th*  previous  meetlnc  a 
renolutlon  wan  adopted  asking  Coun- 
cillor Price  to  retract  or  place  In 
writing  his  charges  that  Ma  name  a* 
police  magistrate  had  been  forged  on 
police  court  record*,  that  the  records 
of  polle*  court  finea  did  not  agree 
with  the  figures  In  the  municipal 
financial  atatement,  and  that  highly 
paid  municipal  officials  walked  the 
streets  doing  nothing. 

The  last  of  these  charges  Council- 
lor I'rlce  withdrew,  but  he  refused  to 
withdraw  the  first  two  as  he  aald  they, 
were  true.  He  declared  he  had  not. 
and  did  not  quesMon  the  honesty 
of  municipal  officials.  It  was  the  sys- 
tem hs  attacked,  and.  not  any  Indi- 
vidual. No  adequate  accounts  had 
been  kept  of  police  court  moneys  un- 
til two  years  ago.  He  did  nor  charge 
misappropriation.  hut  Inefficiency. 
Ills  statements  would  be  proved  true 
by  books  In  the  municipal  vault. 
These  differences  appeared  every  year 
and  In  1922  had  amounted  to  some 
hundreds  of  dollars.  The  acting  clerk, 
asked  to  confirm  this,  said  the  dif- 
ferences were  as  stated.  Mr.  Price 
thought  the  auditors  were  at  fault. 

In  withdrawing  the  charge  of  offi- 
cials "walking  the  streets  doing  noth- 
ing," he  said  that  they  spent  too 
much  tlma  In  Duncan.  They  should 
be  attending  to  their  business  In  the 
municipality,  and  the  offices  should 
be  there.

Health  and  Diet  Advice 


By  DR.  FRANK  McCOY 


I  a  unci  t.oods 

The  title  of  canned  goods  Is  pener- 
ally  restricted  to  foods  put  up  In  tin 
cans  and  sterilteed  by  hc-iting.  The 
object  In  all  kinda  of  canning  Is  the 
same,  that  Is.  to  kill  all  micro-organ- 
isms started,  and  then,  by  the  exclu- 
sion of  all  air,  ot  prevent  any  new  ones 
from  gaining  entrance.  Micro-organ- 
isms speedily  render  food  unfit 
for  consumption,  because  they  induce 
fermentation. 

There  are  many  varieties  of  canned 
goods  on  the  market.  All  kinds  of 
food,  Including  meat,  fruit,  vege- 
tables, poultry,  etc  .  Ls  put  up  In  cans. 

The  first  method  of  canning  was  a 
process  Invented  by  a  Frenchman, 
named  Francois  Apperp.  a  little  more 
than  a  hundred  years  ago.  and  has 
been  Improved  and  amplified  by  mod- 
ern mechanical  devices  and  equip- 
ment. 

"Need  of  Conservation 

The  canning  of  all  kinds  of  foods 
developed  very  rapidly  In  the  I'nited 
States  during  the  Civil  War  period. 
The  industry  has  gradually  expanded 
because  of  the  need  If  a  greater  con- 
servation of  vegetables  and  perishable 
goods  of  every  kind.  Today  canneries 
serve  the  need  largely  as  community 
kitchens.  In'  which  all  the  rough  and 
dirty  work  of  vast  quantities  of  food 
la  done  for  the  convenience  and  nour- 
ishment of  Innumerable  households. 
Thousands  of  acres  of  fruit,  grain  and 
vegetable  land,  and  great  herds  of 
cows,  end  fisheries  are  dedicate*  to 
their  service 

The  details  In  cannery  method* 
vsry  with  different  foods  Rome  foods 
are  placed  In  the  cans  In  a  raw  condi- 
tion and  others  are  first  blanched  or 
parboiled,  -as  with  asparagus,  beans 
and  pens  The  time  required  to  In- 
sure stertltratfon  varies.  With  some 
vegetables,  those  of  a  tougher  texture 
require  a  longer  time  for  the  full  heat 
to  penetrate  to  the  centre  of  the  can 
also,  because  of  their  peculiar  com- 
position, some  foods  neeO  very  long 
processing 

Nutritive  Value  Pieewsj  Mil 

As  long  as  fresh.* sound  foods  sre 
used,  If  sterilisation  has  been  com- 
plete, and  If  the  cans  are  very  tight, 
the  contents,  whether  meal,  vege- 
tables or  fruit,  will  be  of  equal  nutri- 
tive value  to  those  cooked  In  the 
household  Some  dietitians  argue 
that  the  vltamtne  content  is  lowered 
by  standing  In  a  can  for  months  be 
fore  the  food  Is  used,  but  ihere  Is  no 
evidence  to  show  thet  this  decrease  Is 
very  great.  t

Maker  Lake  lies  150  miles  west  of 
the  poat  of  the  Hoyal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  ut  CheHterrleld  Inlet, 
Hudson  Bay.  and  If  the  observatlona 
are  made  the  "mountles"  will  be 
called  upon  to  make  the  arduous 
Journey.

The  shadow  of  the  earth  will  blot 
out  the  moon  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  one  edge,  where  the  bor- 
der of  the  shadow  nnd  that  of  the 
moon  will  approximately  coincide.
